su ch a p lan, ex cep t o ne o r two wh ere 
a central p lace, o bv io u sly su ited, as 
Atlantic City in th e New Jersey Co n­ 
ference, is av ailable. 
It ap p ears fro m 
co rresp o ndence 
th at mo st if no t all co nferences are 
feeling th e bu rden o f free entertain­ 
ment and th e increasing em barrass­ 
ment and difficu lty o f secu ring p laces 
fo r co nference 
sessio ns u nder th e 
p lan th at h as p rev ailed. 
Many co nferences 
are assessing 
th e ch u rch es fo r co nference enter­ 
tainment, th e assessment being based 
o n th e salaries o f th e p reach ers. One 
co nference adds to th e mo ney th u s 
o btained fro m th e ch u rch es o ne-h alf 
o f o ne p er cent assessment u p o n th e 
p reach ers’ salaries to be p aid by th e 
p reach ers. 
Fro m fu nds th u s deriv ed 
railro ad fares are eq u alized and p ro ­ 
v isio n made fo r p ay ing th e ex p enses 
o f entertainment in wh o le o r in p art. 
We reco mmend:— 
I. Th e establish ment o f a p erm a­ 
nent Bu reau o f Co nference Sessio ns, 
co mp o sed o f o ne minister and o ne 
lay man fro m 
each 
district, 
fo u r 
members to serv e o ne y ear, fo u r fo r 
two y ears, fo u r fo r th ree y ears, fo u r 


fo r fo u r y ears; 
said bo ard to be 
named, and v acancies resu lting fro m 


ex p iratio n o f term o r o th erwise to be 


filled by reco mmendatio n o f district 
Co ntinu ed o n Page 8.

in effect. 
Th e tax lev y h ere at p res­ 
ent is o ne do llar. 
Fo r th e p ast sev - 
ral y ears th e lev y h as been th e same 
bu t o f late y ears th e ex p enses o f th e 
city h av e gradu ally increased wh ile 
th e lev y h as remained th e same. Be­ 
cau se o f th is fact, th e city do es no t 
h av e eno u gh mo ney to o p erate 
th e 
v ario u s dep artm ents and it is neces­ 
sary to bo rro w’ mo ney . 
Fo r many y ears th e q u estio n o f a 
tax lev y h as been made a p o litical 
issu e, and th e p arty in p o wer h as al­ 
way s endeav o red to keep th e lev y as 
lo w* as p o ssible. 
Th e p resent lev y o f 
o ne do llar o n each o ne h u ndred do l­ 
lars is co nsidered by sev eral o f th e 
co u ncilmen as to o lo w fo r th e amo u nt 
o f th e annu al ex p enditu res o f th e 
city . Sev eral o f th e co u ncilmen fav o r 
a raise in th e rate as th e best and 
easiest way o u t o f th e difficu lty . 
It is p o inted o u t th at th e city bo r­ 
ro ws mo ney to meet its debts, p ay ing 
six p er cent, interest wh en if th e 
lev y w’as h igh er th ere wo u ld be p len­ 
ty o f mo ney and it 
wo u ld 
no t 
be 
necessary to bo rro w’, th u s sav ing th e 
tax p ay er in th e lo ng ru n. 
Many 
times du ring th e p ast y ear mo ney h as 
been bo rro wed by th e city co u ncil to 
p ay th e city emp lo y es wh en if mo re 
mo ney h ad been raised by tax es th ere 
wo u ld h av e been eno u gh to p ay with ­ 
o u t bo rro wing.

p resent adm inistratio n h as been p ay ­ 
ing o ff so me indebtedness left by th e

th e city in th e face. 
It is stated th at th e o nly way o u t 
o f th e difficu lty is to raise th e lev y 
and th e o rdinance may call 
fo r a 
$1.2 5 lev y instead o f th e p resent $1 
rate. A m ajo rity o f th e su rro u nding 
cities h av e a tax h igh er th an Ru sh ­ 
v ille. Th ere is no t a city in th is dis­ 
trict w’ith a o ne do llar lev y . 
Befo re 
th e p resent city adm inistratio n leav es 
it seems v ery likely th at it will be 
called u p o n to p ay its assessm ent o f 
$2 5 ,000 fo r th e Perkins street im­ 
p ro v ement. With an additio nal $2 5 ,- 
000 debt lo o ming u p it makes an in­ 
crease in th e tax rate seem certain. 
Atto rney s h av e to ld th e city co u n­ 
cil th at th ey wo u ld h av e to p ay th e 
street assessm ent and o th ers h av e 
h eld th at it wo u ld 
no t.

DID HE STEAL CREDENTIALS? 


As the Po lice Pro be Go es Deeper a nd 
Deeper Into the Life o f Cura te Who 
Is Bo th Self-Co nfessed Murderer a nd 
(Co unterfeiter, the Suspicio n Is Ore-, 
•ted Tha t He Wa s No t Entitled to 
the Priestly Office He Bo re. 


New York , Sept. 18 .—Into the dark 
past of Mans Schmidt, self-confessed 
cou nterfeiter, m u rderer and impostor, 
m ore lig ht was let by the discov ery 
th a t after k illing Anna Au mu ller, the 
recto ry maid who lov ed him, he rented 
a flat at 2562 Eig hth av enu e and took 
there two su itcases containing among 
other thing s apparel and sewing work 
belong ing to a woman, and a baby ’s 
u ndershirt. 
This mak es the third flat 
set apart by Schmidt for his opera­ 
tio ns. 
The first was at Broadhu rst 
a v enue, in which he dismembered the 
bo dy o f the maid, carry ing her parts 
piecemeal to the Hu dson riv er, where 
he threw them ov erboard. The second 
w as at 516 W est 134th street, where 
he was in partnership as a cou nter­ 
feiter with E rnest A rthu r Mu ret, the 
fak e dentist. 
The police are satisfied 
tha t Schmidt, fearing the g ru esome 
secrets of the Broadhu rst flat wou ld 
become k nown, secu red the Eig hth 
av enu e flat for the pu rpose of remov ­ 
ing all the effects there. 
The trail be­ 
came warm, howev er, as the resu lt of 
Inspector Fau rot’s work with the pil­ 
low slip clu e, and he abandoned his 
mov ing for the shelter of the rectory . 
The police tu rned u p docu mentary 
ev idence 
tending 
to 
show 
that 
Schmidt’s partner in the cou nterfeit­ 
ing , Mu ret, was oblig ed in 19 11 to 
leav e London becau se the police were 
after him. 
Fu rthermore, they hav e 
reason to believ e from a tell-tale di­ 
ploma seized among the fak e dentist's 
effects, that he was k nown in Chicag o 
and elsewhere in 19 09 and later as Dr. 
Arnold Held. 
Father Ev ers, the Tombs chaplain, 
said that he is g etting more conv ince I 
ev ery minu te that Hans Schmidt was 
nev er au thorized to ex ercise priestly 
fu nctions, bu t believ es that the real 
“Hans Schmidt,” the priest, is dead, 
and that the m u rderer of Anna Au mu l­ 
ler is a person who perhaps stole the 
dead priest’s credentials. 
“The natu re of his v ariou s crimes 
indicates that the prisoner is a most 
rem ark able criminal,” he said. 
“Why 
isn t it fair to assu me that perhaps he 
sou g ht to impersonate a priest in or­ 
der to hav e a cloak for his crim es?”

Ju st now state departm ent officials 
are stu dy ing precedents and Eu ropean 
etiq u ette in anticipation of the coming 
of the ru ler of Monaco, who will be ac­ 
companied by Crown Prince Lou is, his 
son and heir. 
They are coming to the 
United States aboard Prince Albert’s

While some may feel repel 
led by his close connection with Ca 
mille Blanc and the Societe des Bains 
de Mer, which is the official nam e of 
the g ambling establishment at Monte 
Carlo, others may recall that be enjoy s 
the distinction of being the first and 
only Eu ropean monarch to raise an 
American born g irl—Alice Heine of 
New Orleans—to an old wor’d til rou e.

What may be the so lu tio n of the 
my stery of the disap p earance of Char­ 
lie lioss, who was kidnap ed from Ger­ 
mantown. Pa., on Ju ly I. 18 74, was 
rev ealed by an inq u iry ju st conclu ded 
near New York city by Charles Brews­ 
ter Ross of Clev eland, O. 
Detectiv es 
searched far and wide, bu t fru itless­ 
ly , fo r Charlie u ntil the death o f his 
father. Christian Iv . Ross iu 18 97, bu t 
on the strength o f the facts disco v ered 
by Charles Brewster Ross du ring his 
stay in the east, he believ es be can 
establish his identity as the long miss­ 
ing lad. 
On the strength o f what he learned 
he will make affidav it in Clev eland as 
to his birth and p arentage and thu s 
comp lete his q u alificatio ns for a license 
as p ilot on the great lakes, where he 
has been a sailo r fo r y ears. 
Identificatio n had to be made among 
the clay banks of Pegto wn. a mining 
settlement In the to wnship of Say re­ 
v ille, N. J., near New Bru nswick. It 
was there that Ross believ es he was 
hidden by his cap to rs, who ju dged, 
rightly that detectiv es wou ld nev er 
g o 
to the p lace. 


Co nv inced the Po lice Chief. 
Pegto wn remains now as seclu ded a s 
in 18 74, bu t the diggers hav e died o ff 
and the memories of the few su rv iv o rs 
o f that p eriod no longer serv e them a s 
well as might be hop ed. 
Ross had to 
rely on his childhood recollections o f 
the settlement. On his arriv al in Say re­ 
v ille he met Chief of Police Boy ler, 
who went with him to Pegtown. 
They talked with v ariou s old cla y 
workers when they reached the settle­ 
ment witho u t making mu ch p rogress. 
Later on. when they went o v er 
again, Ross p ointed o u t a clay p it in 
which he said he tho u ght he had liv ed 
with a man and woman. 
Settlers re­ 
called that the p it had once been u sed 
as a habitatio n. 
No one cou ld say o r 
did say who had ev er liv ed there. 
Ross ex p lained to Chief Boy ler that 
acq u aintance with his gu ardians wou ld, 
natu rally no t be admitted, for they 
were criminals. When he sp oke of his 
memories of the old hard life there the 
settlers warmed to him. say ing he cou ld 
nev er hav e Imagined su ch things. 
They still shook their heads ov er his 
identity , for he looks y o u nger than for­ 
ty -three, which wou ld be bis age if he 
is the Charlie Ross who was kid­ 
nap ed in 18 74 at the age of fou r. 
Resemblance Is Stro ng. 
One of the things that conv ince 
Say rev ille folk is that Ross bears a 
stro ng resemblance to the p ictu res o f 
the wav y haired boy whose p ho to grap hs 
flooded the co u ntry thirty -nine y ears 
ago. The ey es, mou th and forehead are 
strikingly alike. 
Ross’ sto ry , p ieced to gether by y ears 
of search, Is that his kidnap ers were 
Mosher and Dou glass, the bu rglars who 
were killed in Bay Ridge, Brookly n, the 
same y ear, and Jo hn Halenen, in whose 
care and that of a woman he was left 
in Pegtown. 
When his keep ers heard 
of the death of the bu rglars they de­ 
cided to flee. On the night they went 
Halenen shot the boy au d shov ed his 
boily into a trench, believ ing him dead. 
Ile crawled o u t, was fou nd and recov ­ 
ered. 
He started wandering v ery y ou ng, 
bu t he say s that twenty -three y ears 
ago he felt that he was Charles Ross. 
Once he confided that belief to a ship ­ 
mate, who warned him to keep still, as 
sev eral p ersons had already been com­ 
mitted to insane asy lu ms for harbo ring 
that delu sion. 
Abou t fiv e y ears ago in Chicago he 
stu mbled u p on the man and woman 
who had been his keep ers. 
They de­ 
nied all knowledge of Charles Ross. 
He kep t track of them, and in 1911 he 
o v erheard them talking of the boy , 
Birch Creek and the clay p it. 
When his ambition finally settled on 
becoming a p ilot and it was necessary 
that he accou nt for his p arentage and 
birthp lace he went to a firm of Clev e­ 
land lawy ers, who institu ted a search 
for the clay p it district. 
Birch Creek 
and Pegto wn were at last fo u nd by a 
letter o f inq u iry the lawy ers sent to a 
New Bru nswick newsp ap er.

Albany , N. Y„ Sept. 1 8 —W illiam 
Su lzer, g ov ernor of New York , was 
placed on trial a t noon today for hig a 
crim es and m isdem eanors before th e 
se nate and the cou rt of appeals ju dg es 
who are sitting as the hig h cou rt of 
im peachm ent. 
It look s as if today ’s session will last 
not m ore than tw o hou rs, g oing no 
fa rth e r th an the a ppointm ent of a com­ 
m ittee on ru les and procedu re, which 
will report tom orrow . 
E v en if it g ets 
as far as the big m om ent w hen Chief 
Ju dg e Cu llen calls for th e g ov ernor’s 
answ er to the articles of im peachm ent, 
th e g ov ernor him self will not be pres­ 
ent. 
His plea of not g u ilty w hen ask ed 
for will be m ade in w riting by his a t­ 
torney s. 
One of his cou nsel said th a t 
probably G ov ernor Su lzer wou ld not 
appear a t th e trial a t all. 
T he g ov er­ 
nor has been stay ing close a t his hom e 
check ing u p w ith his corps of a ttor­ 
ney s all the points th a t th e defense is 
rely ing on to sav e him. 
One of them 
is the testim ony of Mrs. Su lzer. 
It is 
believ ed th a t she will testify if the 
cou rt ig nores th e plea th a t the trial is 
u nconstitu tional 
and 
calls 
for 
w it­ 
nesses. 
T he hopes of som e of the senators 
th a t the cou rt of appeals ju dg es wou ld 
v ote first on ev ery roll call, inclu ding 
the final one w hereby the g ov ernor is 
fou nd g u ilty or acq u itted, w as dashed. 
Patrick E. McCabe, clerk of the sen­ 
ate, had prepared a roll call In which 
th e nam es of the cou rt of appeals 
ju dg es cam e first. 
B u t Chief Ju stic e 
Cu llen set his foot on th a t plan. 
He 
said th a t in the hig h cou rt of im peach­ 
m e nt senators and ju rists w ere eq u al 
and m u st v ote as su ch. 
T herefore th e 
roll call will be alphabetical. 
G eorg e 
F. A rg etsing er. a Repu blican, will be 
the first se na tor to respond and F red 
Collin, a D em ocrat, th e first cou rt of 
appeals ju dg e. 
U ndou btedly before 
the v ote on “ g u ilty or not g u ilty ” is 
tak en the cou rt will confer in priv ate, 
bu t on all oth e r roll calls th e w av ering 
senators m u st m ak e u p th e ir m inds 
w ithou t k now ing how all th e cou rt of 
appeals ju dg es stand. 
It look s now from the order of pro­ 
cedu re form u lated th a t it will not be 
u ntil tom orrow w hen Ju dg e Cu llen, 
afte r receiv ing form al proof th a t the 
articles of im peach m ent w ere serv ed 
on the g ov ernor, will pronou nce th is 
solem n su m m ons: 
“W illiam Su lzer, g ov ernor of the 
sta te of New York , appear and answ er 
the articles of im peachm ent ex hibited 
ag ainst y ou by the assem bly .” 
W hereu pon D. Cady H errick , Mr. 
Su lzer’s chief cou nsel, will su bm it a 
w ritten plea. 
It will set forth th a t the 
im peach m ent v ote w as inv alid becau se 
the assem bly w as not called in e x tra ­ 
ordinary session for th a t pu rpose; th a t 
th ere can be no im peach m ent for acts 
th a t took place before Mr. Su lzer was 
g ov ernor, and th a t the g ov ernor is in­ 
nocent of all the charg es. 
T h e re is 
also reason to believ e th a t som e of the 
senators will be declared u nfit becau se 
they m ade false sta te m e nts of th eir 
cam paig n accou nts. F or sev eral w eek s 
G ov ernor 
Su lzer h as had 
A ttorney 
C hadsev of New Y ork sk ipping abou t 
the sta te g etting affidav its to su pport 
this charg e and ex am ining the cam ­ 
paig n s ta te m e nts on file w ith th e sec­ 
re ta ry of state. 
It w as pointed ou t th a t if any m em ­ 
ber of the cou rt is declared inelig ible 
th e effect Is au tom atically to redu ce 
th e size of the v ote req u ired for con­ 
v iction, w hich is two-thirds of th e v ote 
present.
